In conversation with his associates he ex- 
pressed the opinion that it was better for 
him to be free of his former connection with 
these institutions as a director, and for this’ 
reason he had resigned from them all. 

Mr. Root has been a director of some of 
these institutions for a number of years, in- 
cluding the period when he was secretary of 
war. Some curiosity was expressed to know 
why he considered his acceptance of the po- 
sition of secretary of state incompatible with 
his retaining his directorships, although he 
retained them upon becoming secretary of 
war. Inquiry among his.former fellow di- 
rectors failed to reveal Mr. Root's reason for 
differentiating between the two positions in 
the cabinet, so far as they effected his per- 
sonal relations with the corporations from 
which he has resigned. 


Doclines to Give Reasons. 

To his fellow directors Mr. Root expressed 
‘his opinion in regard to the course which. 
he ought to pursue, but gave no reasons. 
„Some of the positions from which Mr. Root 
has retired are still vacant. In the case of 
the Continental.

for his own life. Then Coster’s mania tooka 


with a hammer and chisel trying to cut away 
the walls of the lighthouse. 

That night the ight suddenly stopped. Its 
keeper ran to the lamproom to find Coster 
with an ax about to destroy the lenses. Hulse 
feuught his way into the room and saved the 
light, but from that time on for five days, do- 
ing two men’s work, Hulse was forced both 
to guard the lenses day and night and to fight 
many times with the maniac. 

Then Coster wanted to commit suicide, so 
that when removed from the lighthouse he 
bore self-inflicted gushes all over his neck, 
which only Hulse's faithful watchfulness 
had kept from becoming fatal. 

Coster was dropped from the service and 
sent to a hospital. —

Portsmouth. N. H., Aug. 10.—[Special.J— 
This has been a day of anxiety about the 
Hotel Wentworth.

M. Koroskovitz covered it four 
times In an hour and a half, making twenty- 
four miles in all.

THE CHINESE’ BOYCOTT. | 

Wu Ting-fang, once minister to the 
United States, and now vice president of the 
Chinese board of foreign affairs, says the 
boycott which is being put in force against 
American goods and merchants will be lifted 
if cwo concessioug are made to China. One 
is that Chinese who are not coolies shall be 
treated fairly and courteously when visiting 
the United States. The other is the unre- 
stricted admission of Chinese laborers * 
Hawaii and the Philippines. 
The trade which is threatened by a boy- 
cott is worth preserving. American exports 
to China last year were valued at $51,500,- 
000. Of the $41,000,000 worth of cotton 
cloths sent abroad $27,000,000 worth went 
to China, It is not always easy to make a 
trade boycott effective when the goods pro- 
scribed are cheap and good, but the Chinese 
are a peculiar people. The American mer- 
chants at Shanghai and other ports who 
know them tolerably well arg afraid that 
they will stick to their purpose. 
Chinese students and 3 who visit 
this country are entitled to courteous treat- 
ment. President Roosevelt has issued or- 
ders that they receive it. If any provisions 
of the exclusion laws hinder the execution 
of the order the provisions should be re- 
pealed. That is a matter for congress to 
attend to. 
The great sugar industry in Hawaii was 
built up by Chinese labor. If the admission 
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in Hawaii ad necessary tor the extension or 
maintenance of that industry there is a rea- 
son why the exclasion of the coolies should 
cease.

One of the most despicable and at the 
Same time one of the most troublesome 
forms of misdemeanor that crops up in a 
big city is that of wife abandonment. To 
the good, clean type of American citizen the 
| man who will abandon the woman whom 

| he has sworn to love, cherish, and pro- 
oe tect,” and her children, is of a bad breed,

The spectacie presented by a mother and 
family deserted by the husband and father 
is not a nice one for an age of enlightenment 
te behold. Selfishness of the most brutal 
Kind is usually the motive for such de- 
sertion, whether it is the selfishness which 
inspires a desire for a new wife or which 
takes the form of unwillingness to work to. 
support a family. Just how to deal with 
ite desertion is a vexatious problem. At 
present the law in this state provides that 
a man who abandons his wife or children 
under 12 years of age and refuses to provide 
for them shall be adjudged guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and fined from $100 to 8800 or 
imprisoned from one month to a year. The 
fine, if one is imposed, may be turned over 
to the deserted wife or children, and, at the 
court's discretion, the defendant may be 
made to pay a stated weekly sum for the 
family's support in lieu of the punishment 
by fine or imprisonment. 

This would seem adequate for all pur 
poses; and it is when the man is under the 
jurisdiction of a cpurt. But the majority 
of those who desert wives do not remain 
‘where the law can easily reach them.

OF THE STATE INSTITUTIONS. 


Civil Service. Commission Believes 
Wages of the Attendants Should Be 
Raised and Others Dispensed With. 


— —ͤ—— 


If the state civil service commission is able 
to carry through the plans it formulated at 
ite first meeting there is promise of a 
marked improvement in the conduct of the 
state charitable institutions. The board be- 
heves the fault with the asylums for the in- 
sane especially and with other eleemosynary 
institutions in some degree is not that too 
much money is paid for salaries but that it is 
not rightly distributed. 

An examination of the payrolls showed 
that the attendants on whose character and 
capability the success of the institutions in 
great part depends are paid exceedingly 
small wages, in some instances not more 
than $18 and $20 a month. 

On the other hand, in all the institutions 
there are some employés classed largely as 
“ aesistants "’ whose main duty appears to 
be to draw the pay which is coming to them. 
The commissioners believe that if these 
seemingly useless persons could be dropped 
and the money used to give the attendants | 
better pay aj higher class of help could be 
secured and the institutions show better re- 
sults. 

There will not be another meeting of the 
commission until after hay fever time. Com- 
missioner J. Stanley Brown is afflicted with 
that disease and the others do not care to gb 
out of the state to find bim.
